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A review of development of telecwnmw m ic a ticiiis 

in the Islamic world 

With an understanding of the changes in the global level and 
recognition of the significant role of telecommunications in 
development of communities, different Islamic nations have 
made varied efforts to expand and develop their 
telecommunication systems and are nowadays playing a 
significant role in that field. 

In 1994 with 61 million population the penetration ratio of telephone in Turkey was 20.70 and approxi- 
mately 13 million fixed telephone lines plus 175 thousand mobile lines against a penetration ratio of 4.2 
and 2.5 million fixed telephone lines plus 8,100 mobiles used in Egypt with the same rate of population. 
In the same year the Islamic Republic of Iran had a penetration ratio of 7 and 4.4 mlHion tixed t^ephone 
lines plus 16.620 mobile telephones. In addition to the great gap in the distribution of telephone among 
these nations we notice that Turkey by adding 1,717,372 new telephones to its present system and Iran 
by adding 719,580 telephones in the year 1994 were among the first five nations in the world which were 
advanced in their telecommunication system, whereas Egypt by adding 196,052 telephones lines to her 
network became 31st country in the world telecommunication development list Thus, we notice that 
the gap between the (slamrc nations is widening day by day. With a penetration ratio of 14.7 and 2.9 
million fixed telephone lines and more than 57 thousand mobile telephones, Malaysia achieved an 18.8 
percent growth in that year. Meanwhile with a population of approximately 19 million persons, Afghani- 
stan was comparable with Saudi Arabia whose penetration ratio was 9.8 with 1.7 miliion fixed telephone 
lines and 20 thousand mobiles and 6.2 percent growth in the same year. However penetration ratio in 
Afghanistan was 0.1 5 virith only 29 thousand fixed telephone lines installed. Indonesia with a population 
of 191 million inhabitants owns 2.4 million fixed telephone lines plus 112- tiiousand mobiles and has 
made considerable progress in its satellite telecommunication system, and Pakistan with 124 million 
population and 2.2 miliion fixed telephone lines and 42,661 mobiles has had a penetration ratio of 1.8, 
and these two countries enjoyed a favorable growth in their telecommunication system in 1994. 
Indonesia with 23.6 percent and Pakistan with 20.5 percent growth in tiieir telecommunication systems 
were among countries which had the highest rate of teiecommunication growth in the world in 1994 i.e. 
a growth of above 20 percent On the other hand Bangladesh with 125 million population possessed 
only 270 tiiousand fixed telephone lines plus 1,200 mobiles vrith a poor penetration ratio of 0.22 and 
growth rate Of 0.3 percent in 1994. Besides this gap, the 52 tsiamic states tell within the penetration ratio 
range of 33.4 for United Arab Emirates and 0.08 for Chad. As a result these nations have understood 
that development of telecommunication system is closely interrelated with national development in 
addition to Turkey, Iran and Indonesia other Muslim states such as Syria, Maghreb and Pakistan which 
ten in the group of countires with 20 percent growth in 1 994^ verify the truth of the above statement 
it is therefore necessary for Muslim states to maks a uniti^ and coordinated effort to shorten the gap 
of telecommunication advancement among themselves, because this century is the century of telecom- 
munication and we are living in a world where real power is in the hands of those countries which possess 
much stronger telecommunication networks and more data. 

Under these conditions, the fslamic nations must contrive more and more to establish a strong 
telecommunication and date network.

Update of Statistics System, 
A National Priority 


T he absence of o sound statistics and data netwoik, 
tuned to the cxnintiy s economic and social policies, 
poses one of Iron s mcoor stumbling blocks to eco- 
nomic, industrial and social planning. 

Unfoitunotely, Iran's statistics and data system is out of 
date and many problems arise because of this: Ihaccu- 
racy, exaggeration by some officials to glorify their own 
patch, and a lack of suitable monitoring system. These 
factors work hcmd-in-haDd to prevent the compilation of 
accurate statistics for the benefit of researchers, schokxis, 
students and govenment planners. 

Perhaps the key to solving these problems is in improv- 
ing and updating the statistics and data networks nation- 
ally - an uphill task that looks daunting. But existing data 
cannot meet the needs of different economic and social 
sectors wluch need clear direction to fulfill national tar- 
gets. 

A glance at the factors behind the advancetnent of 
progressive industrial countries shows that their serious, 
practicol and systematic consideration of true sfotistics 
has been a major tool towards development 

They have, moreover, made optimum use of this tool In 
presenting statistics they do not sacrifice their notional 
interests for poliiicol point-scoring. They do not' present 
erroneous information to magnify their own deeds. 

Of course, the problems g rip ping Iran's statistics system 
esdst in most Third World and developing countries. But if 
Iron intends to speed up ite economic progress based on 
precise data, it has to pay special attention to statistics 
and data gathering methods. 

In the last fewyeors, many measures have been token 
to improve our statistics system. But the sfiuation is far from 
ideal As yet the country has failed to really cooperate with 
research and education oentexs and univexslties. 

If stattetics do not become a focis of attention, Iran will 
face izxepaxable losses in the future. With enough capital 
investment and access to modem statistics and data sys- 
tems, Iron can reach an ideal state in the shortest time 
^ssible.

BELFAST (Reuter) - Britain is 
preparing to send more troops to 
Northern Ireland, where violence 
spread across the province for the 
third night running. 

As the confrontation between 
police and pro-British Protestant 
"Loyalist" marchers which 
sparked the violence continued 
into yesterday morning, towns 
across Northern Ireland and parts 
of Belfast were hit by rioting.

Roads were blocked 
as mobs built barricades and set 
them on fire, and police said they 
had received reports of two shoot- 
ing incidents, although there were 
no reports of any injuries. 

A British army spokesman in 
London said the government was 
preparing to deploy two extra bat- 
talions of troops ~ around J.OOO 
men — in Northern Ireland, adding 
that the troops could be in sent to 
the province by the end of the week 
if needed. 

If the battalions are deployed, it 
would be the first increase in troop 
numbers since the collapse of a 
truce b> the outlawed Irish Repub- 
lican Army in February this year.

"We expect civil servants to ob- 
serve the principles of Islam, so 
prayers must be performed by all 
workers." he said in the address 
which was broadcast on national 
radio and television. 


"When the call to prayer is 
made, all workers will stop what 
they are doing and go to prayers. 1 
consider it proper that those who 
do not heed this rule will be dis- 
missed," he warned the wh ispering 
group of officials. 

He added that he hoped Af 
ghanistan would one day boast a 
society which W'ould grind to a 
complete halt when the frve-times 
daily prayer call was mode. 

The premier maintained that 
women would retain their equal 
economic role in this relatively un- 
conservative Islamic society, but 
w'amed that women civil servants 
would now have to obey a strict 
dress code. 

"Women can work, have capital 
and can own property, butshe must 
wear a dignifred and decent Is- 
lamic costume which should pre- 
serve their religious and ethnic 
identic'." he said.

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One Million People in Bombay 
Put Up with Dangerous Buildings 


Australians Support New Euthanasia 


BOMBAY (AFP) - More than one 
million people in this bustling me- 
tropolis live or work in thousands 
of nearly 100-year-old decrepit 
buildings, certified dangerous for 
habitation by city authorities. 

"We have estimated Bombay 
has more than 18,000 old build- 
ings which could crash any time,” 
Bombay Sheriff Subrikumar 
Choudhury said here. "More than 
1 .2 million people are estimated to 
live or woric in these buildmgs." 

Choudhury. a civil engineer, 
ordered a survey of dangerous 
buildings after an apartment block 
collapsed in central Bombay in 
March, killing 23 people in the 
worst such disaster here in a dec- 
ade. 

He said about 73 percent of the 
dilapidated •buildings were in 
downtown and central Bombay 
and were between 80 and 100 
years old. Most were in urgent 
need of major repairs and recon- 
struction. 

Every year some 10 old build- 
ings collapse, killing about 50 
people on average. Most collapses 
take place during tropical rains 
which lash the city between June 
and September. 

"The rains play havoc with 
these buildings.” Choudhury said. 
"The -atmospheric moisture has a 
lot of salt which corrodes steel 
bars and reduces the buildmgs' 
life.” 

Bombay usually gets between 
80 and 100 inches (203 and 254 
centimeters) of rain during the 
rainy season. 

Real estate analysts say India’s 
archaic rent control laws, which 


froze property rents more than 40 
years ago. were the main impedi- 
ment to property owners' repair- 
ing and renovating old buildings. 

The laws make it impossible 
for owners to evict tenants. More- 
over tenants can gain "statutory 
tenancy” which enables them and 
their descendants to remain with- 
out a lease in a property they in- 
habit. 

"Rents in old buildings cur- 
rently are the same as they were 
more than 40 years ago," a real 
estate developer. Rajesh Seth, told 
AFP. "It is uneconomical for 
owners to repair and maintain 
buildings with such absurdly low 
returns." 

Seth said while rents remain 
frozen, property taxes and costs 
have shot up. "Rents are not 
enough to meet property taxes, so 
owners leave the old buildmgs to 
their fate,” he said. 

Landlords in Bombay have to 
shell out more than half of their 
own property’s values if they want 
to buy out their tenants. 

"There is sin^jly no incentive 
to maintain old buildmgs,” Seth 
said. 

Most of Bombay's dil^idated 
buildings are in woridng class sub- 
urbs, and many are held up by 
wooden props erected as a bandaid 
measure by a government agency 
which is sufiposed to inspect and 
repair buildmgs. 

But very few buildings get re- 
paired and the props r emain in 
place for years before the build- 
ings collapse with age. 

Architect Ramesh Prabbu said 
most of the repairs and reconstruc- 


rion done the st^ government 
were of poor quality "and the 
buildings are no bener off than 
earlier. 

"There is no proper supervi- 
sion. Neither the architect nor the 
structural engineer visit the site, 
and the contractor does the woric 
unsupervised. This is another ma- 
jor cause of building collapse, " 
Prabhu said. 

Sheriff Caudhury said he 
planned to ask the state govern- 
ment to buy out old and dilsqii- 
dated buildmgs and charge foe 
repairs and reconstruction to foe 
tenants. 

"Huge amounts of money are 
needed to r^air and rebuild these 
buildings,” he said. "Large num- 
bers of them are beyond repair and 
have to be tom down and rebuilt. 

"The government has to step 
in. It is impossible for the land- 
lords to put in this kind of money. 
Something will have to be done 
soon. It is dangerous to continue 
living in such buildings."

Kohl Gov’t Sets Sights on More 

Spending Cuts 


BON N < A FP) - Chancellor Helmut 
Hohl'b government, already under 
fire over its austeritv' plan, is set to 
unveil this week another round of 
spending cuts for 1997 aimed at 
meeting European targets for 
muneiary union. 

Gennany's defense, transport 
and economy ministries are e.x- 
pecied to bear die brunt of the 11.1 
billion marks ($7.4 billion) in sav- 
ings sought fay Kohl to reduce 
spending by 2.5 percent to 440.2 
billion marks (S289.6 billion) in 
1997. 

Next year is crucial for Euro- 
pean nations seeking to satisty the 
•:onumic criteria laid down by the 
Maastricht Treaty in order to be 
eligible tor the single European 
cdixency in 1999. 

Bonn aims to cut the federal 
budget deficit to 56.3 billion marks 
In 1997 from 59.9 billion marks 
forecast this year, according to the 
finance bill to be presented to min- 
isters on Wednesday, government 
sources said Monday. 

This would take the overall 
public deficit, comprising the out- 
come of spending by the govern- 
ment by welfare funds and by 
regional authorities, to 2.5 percent 
of gross domestic product (GDP). 

It will be only the second time 
.since the 1 950s that Germans have 
faced budgetarv spending cuts, as 
the government tries to grapple 



with an une.xpected decline in tax 
revenue, following a 1.3 percent 
reduction in 1996. 

Tlie 1 997 budget has to cope 
with a 30. 1 billion reduction in fis- 
cal receipts and about 15 billion 
francs in supplementary charges 
due to the weakness of the econ- 
omy but spending is expected to 
rise again from 1 998. 

Countries wanting to be foun- 
der members of a single currency 
in January 1 999 must restrain their 
public deficits to 3.0 percent of 


GDP or less in 1997. 

However. Kohl's conservative 
coalition government will have a 
tough task convincing the 16 re- 
gional states, most of which are 
controlled by the opposition Social 
Democrats, to follow his rigorous 
fiscal plan. 

On Friday, the states refused to 
adopt a common savings plan 
amounting to 25 billion marks, or 
half the estimated SO billion in 
spending cuts contained in Kohl's 
austerity plan. 


East Europe Summit Ends with IVew Reform Pledge 


SALZBURG. AUSTRIA (Reuter) 
- East European Zeadeis. welcozn- 
ing Russian pledges to maintain a 
brisk pace of reform, ended a 
tfaree-dn* summit on Tuesday 
Uimed m thdr desire for integra- 
tion with the West to safeguard 
security and growth. 

The heads of state vowed to 
push ahead on the rocky road to- 
waztis Westezn-slTle economic 
stiuctiires, but cautioned haid- 
won progress was in dan^r un- 
less foreign investos continued to 
support the region's fledgling 
economies. 

While expressing relief over 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin's 
election victory, the leaders of the 
foimer cast bloc were uitequri'o- 
cal in their demand to join the 
West's security and economic 
structures, warning that depriving 
them of membership would jeop- 
ardize reform. 

"The preconditions for siabil- 
itv' in central and eastern Eiitope 
can only be created by modem- 
izatioa.. the most inqiortant 
means of modeniization is ime- 
gration," Prime Minister Gvula 
Horn of Hungan' told the confer- 
ence in this historic city in the 
foothiUs of the Austrian Alps. 

The issue of NATO's eastward 
expansion strongly opposed bv' 
Russia which feels the inclusion 
of its former satellites would pose 
a danger to its onn security, 
proved to be the most thorny issue 
during the worid economic fomm 
organized-meeting. 

Reassuriog words from several 
of the region's leaders, keen to 
drive home the message that Mos- 
cow need not feel threatened and 
that it was for Europe to pull 
down old bairicis, did little to al- 
ia}- Russian concerns. 

"The convincing victory b>’ 
Boris Yeltsin at the presidential 
elections makes the enlazgcnrcm 
of NATO an even more conten- 
tious issue than ev'cr." Dimitn 
Rvurikov. Yell^'s lop foreign 
poliev' advisor, told the summit. 


Russia's own economic ' pros- 
pects featored high on the foium’s 
agenda. Corporate executives and 
gov'emment leaders ^lauded 
Yeltsin's sw'eeping defeat of com- 
rnunist ch^enger Genady 
Zyuganov last week, saying the 
result would make Russia a safer 
and better place to put their 
moD^. 

"(^ expectation is that inves- 
tors will react positively," Russian 
Econoiity N&iister Yevgeny Yasin 
said. "Russia will never again be 
turned back because Che commu- 
nists will not get another chance." 

Central Bank Governor Sergei 
Dt^inin promised Russia would 
open up to foreign and domestic 
investment and would strive to 
lure back some of the tens of bil- 
lions of dollars that left the coun- 
try, most of it in the turbulent 
run-up to the elcaion. 

His pledge did not fall on deaf 
ears among the leaders of some of 


Europe's top finns. 

"1 am convinced the whole re- 
gion will have a push of invest- 
ment after some initial 
uncenaimy,” said Klaus Mangold, 
management board member of 
Daimler-Benz, Germany's largest 
conqiany. 

Leaders and central baiAers 
alike agreed that creating a better 
environmeot for lopg-tenn for- 
eign investment and embrng the 
looming threat of infiation was 
the key to developing and snstaiii- 
iog the region’s prosperity. 

"We're not calling you out of 
desperate need for mon^. We 
need serious investors who will 
stay for a long time," said Croa- 
tian Deputy Prime Minister Boris- 
lav Skegco.

London Commuters Brace for 
Fresh Tube Strikes 


LONDON (AFP> - Drivers on the 
London underground will stage 
nine more strikes during the sum- 
mer months as a dispute with 
management over a shorter w’oric- 
ing week drags on, the main driv- 
ers' union said on Tuesday. 

Members of the Association of 
Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men Union (ASLEF) have alreai^' 
staged three strikes since late 
June, wreaking havoc with timeta- 
bles and crippling services for the 
capital’s daily 2.7 million tube us- 
ers. 

ASLEF assistant general secre- 
Tony West, said that the un- 
ion had cancelled a strike set for 
next Tuesday but liad set nine 
more dales for 24-hour walkouts, 
on Juh^ 18, 25 and 29: August 7. 
1.3. 23 and 27: and September 5 
and 9. 

But West held out the prospect 
of reaching a deal with employers 
when he said that he lioped the 


"senous escalation'' of the indus- 
trial action wrould not have to take 
place. 

"We are going to (the concili- 
ation service) ACAS, with our 
members solidty behind the dis- 
pute, in a genuine bid to reach a 
settlement" West said. 

The first waves of tube strikes 
spilled car owners onto the streets 
- and paralyzed London's main 
highways tliroughout the stop- 
pages. The first strike, on June 27. 
was called at the same time that 
postmen and women laid down 
their sacks in a national post strike 
which was called in protest over 
hours and woiking practices. 

Travellers with the world’s 
most profitable airline. British 
Airways, also face tiie prospect of 
severely reduced sen-ices later 
this montii when pilots have 
threatened to ground aiiciaft dur- 
ing an Indefinite strike over pay 
and pensions provisions.

TlveCIIB is wholly owned subsidi- 
ary of Citicorp Banking Corp. of 
the United States. 

In Islamic banking there is no 
interest paid on deposits. 

Instead, lenders receive pay- 
ments as a form of profit-sharing 
with the bank. 

KUWAIT - The volume of 
trading at the Kuw'ait Slock Ex- 
change skyrocketed by 163 per- 
cent during the first si.x months of 
the v'ear. compared to the same pc' 
riod in 1995. a report by the Secu- 
rities House Co. said Monday.

Sinus Infections Can be 
Serious, so Take Care

QUESTION: It scaned with a 
simple cold, or so I thought, then 
became a real infection lodged 
sontewhere in my sinuses, i am 
taking more antibiotics than 1 
knew existed, and my doctor in- 
sists (hey can be the solution to my 
lifethreatening problem. From si- 
nuses? Isn’t this a bit too dramatic, 
just to make me continue this ex- 
pensive and complicated treat- 
ment? 

ANSWER: It certainly isn't ad 
overstatemenr; following your 
medication routine is important. 
.Any infectloncan be life-threaten- 
ing in a worst-case situation, and 
infected sinuse.< are serious be- 
cause of their proximity to the 
eyes and brain. 

Your sinuses can become in- 
fected by any number of organ- 
isms. Luckily, antibiotics usually 
stop most sinus infections, but re- 
sistant organisms do exst. In rare 
cases, an infection in the sinuses 
either starts and Uien spreads rap- 
idly or is left untreated and a more 
serious condition results. The best 
way to prevent complications 
from infected sinuses is to catch 
the condition early and treat it 
properly. 

Infection can spread from the 
sinuses lo the eyes or the brain 
along die paths of nerves or blood 
vessels. In adults, there are no 
other openings unless there is a 
defect in the bone, bfected si- 
nuses in children are more serious 
because the bones of the face are 
immature and openings exist from 
the sinuses to the eye socket and 
the brain. 

If the infection spreads to the 
eye socket, the lids and tissue 
around the eyes become swollen. 
The lids may swell shut or the eye 
may be pushed forward so that the 
lids can'r-close. Because the 
socket is a small enclosed space. 


the swelling causes a great deal of 
pressure that can severely damage 
the eye if it i.s not relieved. 

If the infection spreads to the 
brain . ii may develop into menin- 
gitis or form an abscess within the 
skull or brain tissue that can cause 
seizures, brain damage or death 
unless treated promptly. 

So while things may seem sim- 
ple because we are used to hearing 
about sinus infections, all illness 
deserves close anemion and treat- 
ment to prevent serious complica- 
tions. Stick with your treatment; 
your doctor is right on the money.

Not all the journals I read are 
niled with super-scientific re- 
search and analysis. 

Some of them contain some 
down-to-earth common sense and 
even a bit of humor. One of my 
favorites is the "Cortland Forum: 
A Physician’s Forum for the Ex- 
change of Ideas. " It is fiUed with 
tips, questions from clinical prac- 
titioners and responses ex- 
perts in various specialities. 

Recently a puzzling question 
was discussed. What does the av- 
erage physician do when the pa- 
tient be wants to weigh is over the 
330-pound maximum of most of- 
fice scales? 

Many doctors recommended 
using two scales, with the patient 
standing with one fool on each. 
Adding the weight obtained on 
each scale provides the patient’s 
weight. Another solution is to 
purchase an additional wei^t to 
use on the beam tiiai will extend 
the limit up to 450 pounds. 

Of course, the r^ solution for 
best health, according to senior 
medical editor Robert M. Donald- 
son Jr., I.D., is to find effective 
methods to help these patients lose 
their excess pounds.

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AIDS Breakthroughs Beyond Reach of Poor Nations 


WASHINGTON (Reuieri - The 
las( te%v months have brought 
graiifying advances in fighting the 
virus that causes AIDS, but the 
he% price lags raise disturbing 
questions about who will have ac- 
cess to the life-proionging thera- 
^res. 

The new drug regimes can cost 
$12,000 to Si 6.000 a year — and 
nobod>‘ \ el knows how many years 
people will have to take die drugs 
or ni what do.sage. 

For a middle-income person in 
n rich country, SI 6.000 is a lot of 
money to spend on medicine each 
y ear. For a poor person in an im- 
poverished country, it is not even 
within the realm of imagination. 

•‘There are new drugs, but they 
are expensive, and a majority (of 
people around the world) won't 
hnve access to them at this time." 
said Dr. Dnniei Tarantola,an AIDS 


expert ni the Center for Healdi and 
Human Rights at the Harvard 
School of Public Health, one of 
thousands of experts grappling 
with these issues next week at the 

eleventh International Confeience: 
on AIDS in Vancouver, British 
Columbia. 

^ 1 hope at some point there can 
be a little bit of innovation in how 
drugs are delivered" to poor na- 
tions. said Timothy Rothermel of 
the U.N. Develppment Program, 
one of several 'agencies co-spon- 
soring UN A 1 DS. aimed at address- 
ing the epidemic's spread and 
impact in the developing world. 

Globally, the best way to fight 
AIDS will be a vaccine. But de- 
spite recent advances.in the lab and 
in the clinic, a vaccine still appears 
lo he a long way off. 

L'ntil then, prevention and pub- 
lic hc.-ilth education remain the 
l•nI\ wciipons. And in nations that 


can scarcely afford an Aspirin tab- 
let paying for ambitious preven- 
tion campaigns is a difficult task, 
according to numerous researchers 
and health policy expens inter- 
viewed recently. 

Recognizing AIDS as both a 
health and an economic develop- 
ment issue, the World Bank has 
also committed a total of nearly 
S700 million to more than 60 pro- 
jects around the world aimed at 
stopping the spread of HIV and 
other sexually transmitted dis- 
eases. 

The high costs of drugs is not 
the on ly barrier. The dosing sched- 
ule of the new medicines is elabo- 
rate and patients must be carefully 
monitored in ways that much ofthe 
world, particularly the poorer na- 
tions where health spending per 
person is only about $10 ayear. is 
unequipped. 

In wealthier countries, social 
welfare and public insurance pro- 


grams can provide at least a partial 
safety net. However, the high cost 
and the sheer number of different 
drugs involved, place some strains 
on social systems. 

For instance, the Medicaid Pro- 
gram in the United States covers 
about half the people with AIDS, 
and nine out of 10 children with 
AIDS. 

But Medicaid costs were spiral- 
ing even before the new AIDS 
drugs came on the scene, and both 
state and federal lawmakers have 
been looking hard for ways to tamp 
down costs. 

There are some bright spots on 
prevention, according to Taran- 
tola.

Australians Support New Euthanasia Law 


BOMBAY (AFP) - More iban one 
million people in this bustling me- 
iropolis live or work in thousands 
of nearly 100-year-oId decrepit 
buildings, cenified dangerous for 
habitation by city authorities. 

"We have estimated Bombay 
has more than 18.000 old build- 
ings which could crash any time," 
Bombay Sheriff Subrikumar 
Choudbury' said here. "More than 
1 .2 million people are estimated to 
live or work in these buildings." 

Choudhury, a civil engineer, 
ordered a survey of dangerous 
buildings after an apartment block 
collapsed in centra] Bombay in 
March, killing 23 people in the 
worst such disaster here in a dec- 
ade. 

He said about 75 percent of the 
dilapidated -buildings were in 
downtown and central Bombay 
and were between 80 and 100 
years old. Most were in urgent 
need of major repairs and recon- 
struction. 

Every year some 10 old build- 
ings collapse, killing about 50 
people on average. Most collapses 
lake place during tropical rains 
which lash the city beween June 
and September. 

The rains play havoc with 
these buildings. " Choudhury said. 
"The. atmospheric moisture has a 
lot of salt which corrodes steel 
bars and reduces the buildings’ 

Bombay usually gets between 
80 and 100 inches (203 and 254 
centimeters) of rain during the 
rainy season. 

Real estate analysts say India’s 
archaic rent control laws, which i 


• froze property rents more than 40 
years ago. were the main impedi- 
ment to property owners’ repair- 
ing and renovating old buildings. 

The laws make it impossible 
for owners to evict tenants. More- 
over tenants can gain "statutory 
tenancy" which enables them and 
their descendants to remain with- 
out a lease in a property they in- 
habit. 

Rents in old buildings cur- 
rently are the same as they were 
more than 40 years ago," a real 
estate developer. EUjesh Seth, told 
AFP. "It is uneconomical for 
owners to repair and maintain 
buildings with such absurdly low 
returns." 

Seth said while rents remain 
frozen, property taxes and costs 
have shot up, "Rents are not 
enough to meet property taxes, so 
owners leave the old buildings to 
their fate." he said. 

Landlords in Bombay have to 
shell out more than half of their 
own property’s values if th^ want 
to buy out their tenants. 

There is singly no incentive 
to maintain old buildings," Seth 
said. 

Most of Bombay’s dilapi riatfd 
buildings are in working class sub- 
urbs. and many are held up 
wooden props erected as a bandaid 
measure by a government agency 
which is supposed to inspect and 
repair buildings. 

But very few buildings get re- i 
paired and the pix^ remain in i 

place for years before the buUd- I 

ings course with age. 

Architect Ramesh Prabbu said t 
most of the repairs and teconstruc- i

tion done by the state government 
were of poor quality "and the 
buildings are no better off than 
earlier. 

There is no proper supervi- 
sion. Neither the architect nor the 
structural engineer visit the site, 
and the contractor does the work 
unsupervised. This is another ma- 
jor cause of building collapse," 
Prabbu said. 

Sheriff Caudhury said he 
planned to ask the state govern- 
ment to buy out old and dilapi- 
dated buildings and chaige the 
repairs and reconstruction to the 
tenants. 

"Huge amounts of money are 
needed to re^ and rebuild rh ese 
buildings." he said. "Large num- 
bers of them are beyond repair and 
have to be tom down and rebuilt. 

"The government has to step 
in. It is impossible for the land- 
lords to put in this kind of money. 
Something will have to be done 
soon. It is dangerous to continue 
living in such buildings. " 

UNFPA CHIEF: 


CANBERRA (Reuter) - Austra- 
lians strongly support voluntary 
euthanasia — including lethal in- 
jections — despite opposition from 
political, religious and community 
leaders, a new poll published on 
Tuesday found. 

The finding of the Australian 
newspaper's newspoll comes as 
legal and political challenges are 
preventing dying patieni-s commit- 
ting suicide under the world's first 
voluntary euthanasia law which 
went into force last week in the 
remote Northern Territory. 

The poll found 75 percent of 
those surveyed agreed doctors 
should be allowed to compiv with 
a dying patient's request to end his 
or her life, compared with 18 per- 
cent who disagreed. 

And 63 percent of all respon- 
dents agreed doctors should be 
allowed to give lethal injections, 
compared with 28 percent who 
disagreed.

NEW YORK (AP) - In his no\-el 
"Losi Horizon,” Ihe British 
author gave this Tibetan promised 
land a name and face: Shai^-la, 
(he vaUe>' of the blue mooa 
where Briton Hugh Con\va>' is 
brought and forever captiv'ated. 

Now. 64 years later, two Tibet 
independence adx oc^es have pro- 
duct a woith>' sequel with a po- 
litical rivisL Set mostly in 19^. 
“Shangri-la” revisits the mysteri- 
ous Lamasery to document its 
struggle to sur\ive the purges and 
destructiveness of China*s Cul- 
tural Rev'olutioa 

"Something used to be right in 
Tibet. People were happy. And I 
don't think it's right anymore.” 
says Eleanor Cooney, who col- 
laborated on the novel with 
Daniel Aliicri. a student of the 
Chiivcsc classics. 

In aficionados' eyes. Tibet it- 
self was once paradise - a haven 
for spiritual pursuits, contempla- 
tion. smdy. But China's militaiv 
enicrcd Tibet in 1 950. saying the 
I:md w.is historically Chinese, and 
(he new talc is spun against that 
backdrop. 

"It's a useful fable.” Cooney 
says. "It says that any paradise 


can be threatened, any paradise 
can be destroyed” 

In the originaL Conway, a Brit- 
ish dqiloinat and Worid 1 vet- 
eran, is one of fonr people on a 
plane diverted to a desolate 
pocket of Tibet in 1930. Porters 
lead them on a ptecarioos joainey 
to Shangri-la. where they encoun- 
ter a series of inexplicable events 
that culminates in a revelarion: 
they are in the planet's closest ap- 
pro.xifnatioa of Edea 

The High Lama, Father Per- 
rault, a European cleric more than 
200 years old, dies and passes the 
valley's destii^’ to Conw^, who 
ultimately leaves Shangri-la 
against his better judgmem. The 
book ends with his wbereabonts 
unknown, thou^ the in^licarion 
is that he has tried to letura 

“Shan^-la” picks up in 1966 
assuming that he did. Conw^, 
barely aged, has been high lama 
for more than 30 years when he 
must risk health and life by leav- 
ing the valley. 

A modem-world intrusion 
forces his band: he must divert 
Gert Zhang of the Chinese Peo- 
ple's Liberation AntQr, which is 
poised to plunder Tibet's treasures 
and crush its wr^ of life in the 
name of the forces of confooni^ 
and “progress” unleashed 
Mao Tse-Tong. 

The battle is the classic strug- 
gle between individualism and 
conformity. Shangri-la represents 
excellence and personal culriva- 
tion. 

No one knows where Hilton 
came up with the name “Slai^ri- 
la.” CoonQ' and Altieri like to be- 
liev'e he ba^ it on Shambala, the 
Tibetan legend of a paradise that 
may be earthly, may be spiritual - 
or both. 

“There was this perfect foil - 
this new wave of destruction that 
was coming to this ancient land,” 


Altieri says. “And within that was 
this real inyth of Shambala - the 
nexus betw^n the physical and 
the ideal” 

The wily Zhang, searching for 
Shanibala, has many tmmp cards. 
He's his own man, hoklmg his 
own in a tide of gtmqjtluiikers, 
and he proves a wortt^ adversary. 
But Conway, too, has an ace: 
Zhang’s daughter, a dreamer and a 
romantic. 

For Altieri, China's 1966-76 
great proletarian Cultural Revolu- 
tion - Mao's purge of intellectuals 
and the effort to leave ‘*old 
thought” behind that spiraled out 
of control - is far too obscure in 
the West. 

“The Cultural Revolution is 
one of the most bizarre events of 
ourtime,” Altieri says. “Inaway, 
politics became a religion - a re- 
pressive religioiL The evil that 
was visited on Tibet was alw^'S 
bad, but it suddenly had a new 
dosing foice behind it So we put 
Shangri-la in its path.” 

Tod^, hotels across Asia bear 
the name Shangri-la, and Tibet is 
under ii^ Chinese control Bei- 
jing calls it rule of law; the Tibet- 
ans - and their exiled D alai I.gma, 
who oversees a govemment-in- 
exile in Dhaimasala, India - coiv 
sider it occupation. 


work. You get the word out by

Cooney and Altieri have col- 
laborated before, most notably on 
a Buddhist murder nrystery set in 
Tang dynasty China. They had de- 
vised a Tibet tale laced whh rein- 
carnation and magic.

They read old travel books, 
watched Tibetan movies and im- 
mersed themselves in the culture 
that Hilton alluded to but never 
really depicted in detail.

Cooney, 47, an atheist and Al- 
lieri, 49, “basically one too,” 
nonetheless adore the idea of a ha- 
ven, if not a heaven, where the 
woild’s wisdom and knowledge 
are stored. They're hoping their 
tale will captivate the worid. 

“Updating all those iriyths will 
definhefy pl^ nicely into the 
world people’s p^che. The 
ground is very fertile for that right 
now,” ssys William \l^id, a pro- 
fessor at Susquehanna U iir v eisi ^ 
in Selinsgruve, PA., who studies 
how Americans perceive Asia. 

Altieri, who like Cooney and 
Hilton has never visited Tibet es- 
pecially loves speculating on the 
chance a place lace Shaogri-la 
might give the world. 

“To write this, I had to believe 
it was possible, even in this late 
rime, to have a land still hidden in 
this trodden earth of outs,” Altieri 
says. “You want to bdieve. You 
want to believe that such an ex- 
periment would be possible on 
this planet - a place where you can 
reseed hunranity. Yon want to be- 
lieve something like that could re- 
ally last I don't believe it But it 
doesn’t mean I don't wish it could 
happen.”

"They look innocuous enough 
but their messages are culturally 
subversive for our children," she 
.said, adding that programs made 
by U.S. broadcasters reflect the 
growing belief in the individual 
over common social good. 

Profit-based U.S. broadcasters 
lack (raditional public service 
broadcasting funded by the gov- 
ernment. she said. 

Edgar said the United States 
controls 85 percent of the world’s 
trade in audio and video, "so while 
the U.S. dominates all our mar- 
kets. it buys and sees very little of 
any other products we produce. " 

"The Asian summit aims to re- 


affirm the vital role the mass me- 
dia can play in fulfilling the needs 
:ind rights of Asia's children," 
said Naohiro Kaio. director of the 
Program Depanment ofriie Asia- 
Pacific Broadcasting Union. 

Twenty-three high-level minis- 
lers and vice ministers are attend- 
ing the ihreC'day conference, 
which also includes participants 
from Russia. South Africa. Brit- 
ain. [he United States. Iran and 
Jordan. 

More than 70 percent of the 
world’s 2. 1 billion young people 
aged 18 and below live in Asia. 

The U.N. Children's Educa- 
tional Fund (UNICEF) made 
strong appeals to the media to 


promore the convention on the 
rights of the child, the U.N.’s 
most widely accepted convention 
with 187 signatory stares. 

UNICEF representative Rolf 
Cairiere, told delegates that com- 
munication difficulties were lead- 
ing to health problems for Asian 
children. 

"In the public's imaginatioD, 
the home of the malnourished 
child is in sub-Saharan Africa. 

"Yet in total numbers, for 
every African child who is mal- 
nourished, there are close to three 
in South Asia, while four if we 
include East Asia and the Pacific, " 
Carriere said. 

"Lack of information about nu- 
trition and proper child care prac- 
tices is an inqiortant factor. And 
there is a communications chal- 
lenge here.” 

Singapore-based Asia Mass

In these areas, television pro- 
ducers were famili ar with the con- 
vention on the rights of the child, 
die rqibit said.

New Bid 


Asked for MG 



LOS ANGELES (AP) - The in- 
vestment tumker handling the sale 
of Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Inc. 
has reportedly asked potential 
buyers to submit new offers for 
the revived movie studio. 

Lazard Freres and Co. told the 
prospects it wants the new bids by 
today and hopes to reach a 
decision by Monday, the New 
York Times reponed Tuesday. 

The bidders include Polygram 
NV, News Corp., Morgan Creek 
Productions and the Investment 
Firm Safari Acquisitions, the pa- 
per said. 

The Sydney Morning Herald, 
meanwhile, reported that Austra- 
lian television company Seven 
Network Ltd. has joined with 
MGM management to bid about 
51.1 billion tor. the studio. News 
Corp., the global media concern 
headed by Rupert Murdoch, owns 
15 percent of Seven Network. A 
spokesman for Seven declined to 
comment. 

Lazard Freres is selling MGM 
on behalf of Credit Lyonnais, the 
ailing French bank that posted a 
$2.4 biUion loss in 1994. 

As pan of the bailout. $27 bil- 
lion worth of assets including 
MGM were transferred to the 
Consortium De Realisation to be 
sold. 

Spokespersons for MGM and 
Credit Lyonnais refused to com- 
ment on whether new bids had 
been requested or vdien a buyer 
wotrid be iramed. 

The development further com- 
plicates an already difficult trans- 
action, analysts s^. 

“There must have been some 
dissatisfaction (with the bids). J 
assume that this is a fine tuning," 


said Harold Vogel an entertain- 
ment industry analyst for Cowen 
and Co. In New York. “It hap- 
pens to be difficult to do this, to 
solve these problems. The enter- 
tainment assets are not in as hot 
demand as they used to be, in 
general. The returns aren't as / 
high," 

In May, Viacom Inc. aban- 
doned its effon to sell film and 
television producer Spelling En- 
tenainmeni Group. The company 
said it failed to receive an adequate 
offer, even timugh Spelling has a . 
long history of success in prime- 
time U.S. television. 

But David Londoner, an ana- 
lyst for Schroder V/ertheim and 
Co., said the solicitation doesn't 
necessarily mean the original bids 
were below MGM’s worth. Laz- 
ard Freres is Just trying to get the 
best possible deal. 

“They’re trying to maximize 
it. If the bids were high, dwy 
might do the same thing.’’ 

With recent hits like “The 
Birdcage," “Goldeneye*' and 
“Get Shorty,’’ MGM has enjoyed \ 
a revival during the past two 
years. 

During Hollywood’s golden 
age of the 1930s and 1940s, MGM 
ranked among the leading studios. 

Its films included “Gone with the 
Wind” and “The Wizard of Oz.’’ 


But the studio fell on hard rim^s 
in the '70s and ’80s. Its sale by 
biUionaire Kiric Kerkorian to the 
Italian financier Giancarlo Parretti 
was followed by virtual collapse 
in the early '90s. 

State-owned Credit Lyonnais, 
which bankrolled Parretti, wound 
up repossessing the studio. 
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Children s Lives Mirror Death of UJV. Safe Haven 


TUZLA, BOSNIA-HERZE- 
obVINA (AP) - Ferida Osma- 
novte hanged herself a year ago. 
She Just walked off alone into a 
quiet wood, leaving behind her two 
children to tmd for themselves. 

Kcr despair was too much to 
bear. She endured the long siege of 
Srebrenica. Then came the terrify- 
^ ing end when Bosnian Serbs ovcf 
ran the Muslim enclave. The final 
horror was seeing the Serbs drag 
her husband away. 

One July later, Osmanovic's 
grave in a paupers cemetery is 
marked bv a simple slab of wood 
inscribed: "No Name: Srebrenica." 

But she has not disappeared. 

Her children know where is 
buried and have drawn the hard 
lessons of war, death and despair. 

^ The world is struggling with the 
lessons, too. International investi- 
gators are searching for the bones 
of the dead men of Srebrenica, and 
a U.N. war crimes tribunal is hear- 
ing the grisly.taie of theirslaughter. 

"I remember my mother's 
eyes," recalls her 15-year-oId son, 
Dam\r. "They were red all the time 
because she never stopped crying." 

Last July M. Bosnian Serb 
tanks rolled into Srebrenica, a 
eastern enclave protected by Dutch 
^ U;N. peacekeepers. Thousands of 
people huddled for protection at 
the Dutch base, thousands more 
fled across the hills and forests. 
Neither choice was a good one. 

Osmanovic's husband. Selman, 
Htui plucked off a bus by Serb sol- 
diers. He is among about 7,000 
men who were never heard fl^m 
i^ain. 

Damir, his sister Fatima, now 
10, and modier made it to safety in 
Tuzla. about SS miles (8S kilome- 
ters) noithwest of Srebrenica. 

But wiiliin dAys. 34-year-old 
Ferida walked away from a refljgee 
camp, and hanged herself irom u 
tree. 

The children's paternal grand- 
father found the children after two 
days, but it was not until a month 
^ laierthai he was able to identify his 
daughter-in-law from a police 
photo. 

It was the children's closest, but 
far from ftieir first experience of 
death and sufiering. 

War came in April 1992 when 
their mother' s brother, 28-year-old 
Sehid Dzanic, was shot d&ad while 
picking com. 

"1 remember we were hungiy. 
and he wanted to get us food, and 
then he was hurt and left us," says 
^ Damir, a short boy who rarely 
smiles. 

Then come diree years of siege, 
shooting and shelling and hunger, 
a dark memory that Fatima, a shy 
little girl with an easy smile, says 
it is difficAift to talk abouL 

Serbs squeezed Srebrenica at 
will. In March 1993, Lt. Gen. Fhil- 
lipe Morillon of France, then the 
U.N. commander in Bosnia, en- 
tered the town to draw attention to 
its plight 

When the Serbs let U.N. trucks 
^ leave with Morillon to take out 
those who wanted to go, the panic 
was such that some people were 
crushed to deadi. Two of the chil- 
dren’s aunts, Seida Osmanovic. 
30, and Hiba Hajdarevic, 4 1 . made 
it ouL but their family stayed. 

In April 1993,theU.N. Security 

Council declared Srebrenica the 
first safe area protected by U.N. 
troops, and the enclave settled into 
the numbing routine of siege for 
the next two yearn. 

That came to an end last July as 
the Serbs squeezed Srebrenica 
once more and built up their forces 
around its outskirts. 

The several hundred Dutch 


peacekeepers were no match. 
When the Serbs moved in, the 
Dutch turned over the thousands of 
Muslims who sought safety at their 
base in Poiocari just north of Sre- 
brenica, and left 

"We were moved to a house in 
Potocari and spent the night there," 
Damir says. "TTie noise of scream- 
ing people and shooting woke me 
the next morning." 

Then, evacuation buses came. 
Muslims climbed aboard, but Serb 
soldiers, whom the Muslims refer 
to as "Chetniks", took off all the 
men. 

"They took my father and I 
never saw him again.” Damir says. 

"My mother wouldn't stop cry- 
ing, and ( was very scared." 

0\'er the next several days, de- 
spite promises they would not be 
harmed, men ranging in age from 
their late teens to early 60s were 
transported to several killing 
Helds, executed and buried in mass 
graves, according to Q'ewitnesses. 

Damir's grandmother Habiba 
says her daughter-in-law may have 
felt guilty for forcing her 36-year- 
old husband to Join her in Potocari 
instead of allow'ing him to try' to 
flee through the woods with otlier 
men from their family. 

"She did not kill herself because 
she was mentally ill but 1 think she 
felt so sorry that she led her hus- 
band to his death." she says. 

Last week at the war crimes tri- 
bunal in The Hague. Netherlands. 
Dutch Col. Ton Karremans testi- 
fied about his helplessness to stop 
Bosnian Serb Gen. R^o Mladic 
from capmring Srebrenica. 

The hearing was aimed at high- 
lighting evidence aga'inst Mladic 
and the Bosnian Serb civilian 
leader. Radovan Karadzic, for 
genocide and crimes against hu- 


COLOMBO (AFP) - Sri Lankan 
President Chaadrika Kumara- 
tunga has eximded her own dead- 
line to restore ethnic peace in the 
country by one more year as Tamil 
Tiger guerrillas kept up their at- 
tacks. a state-run daily reported 
yesicrday. 

Tlie government is keen to end 
the protracted war, which has 
claimed more than 50,000 lives 
since 1972, in a bid to accelerate 
economic development, the Daily 
News said. 

"The president yesterday 
pledged to end the war and restore 
complete peace by the end of next 
year," the Daily News said, refer- 
ring to comments made by Kuma- 
raiunga at a public meeting in her 
home constituency of Aiianagallc 
on Sunday. 

In May. the Daily News quoted 
Kumaraiunga as saying she hoped 
to conclude the government’s 
military drive against the separa- 
tist Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam (LTTE) in six months. 

The newspaper did not say why 
Kumararunga bad pushed back her 
own timetable to neutralize the 
separatist guerrillas, but since her 
first public remarks the Tigers 
• have stepped up their hit-and-run 
raids in the island’s northeast. 

Kumaraiunga was quoted yes- 
terday as saying that her security 
forces had achieved a number of 
“creditable military victories’ 
within a shon period. She also 
presented a political package to 
address the demands of the minor- 


manity. 

One year after the Srebrenica 
massacres, both men remain at 
large. Under imeniational pressure, 
Karadzic has turned his presiden- 
tial powers over to a deputy, but he 
appears no closer to standing be- 
fore The Hague tribunal to answer 
charges. Mladic spends his time at 
a well-guarded compound about 
15 miles (24 kilometers) west of 
Srebrenica.

Leaders of Old East Bioc Demand Unified Europe 


.SALZBURG, AU.STRIA (Reuter) 

- East European leaders spoke out 
unanimously on Sunday in favorof 
a united continent that would guar- 
nntee continued rapid economic 
growth and security as they cast 
aside their Communist past. 

Tlie leaders, meeting in this pic- 
turesque city nestled in the foot- 
hills of the Alps, were clearly 
relieved that onl\ a few days ear- 
lier voters in their most powerful 
member. Russia, stuck w iih pro-re- 
fonn President Boris Yeltsin. 

"Europe is destined for coop- 
eration. It is not destined for divi- 
sion. ..(bun this happy world of 
cooperation will not come by it- 
self," Slovenian President Milan 
Kucan told the opening of the 
three-day Cemral and Eastern 
European Economic Summit 

Most of the government heads 
urged an expansion of the Euro- 
pean Union and to be included, 
despite Russian objections, in the 
North .Atlantic Treaw Organiza- 
tion (NATO). 

"Tlie preconditions for stability 
in Central and Eastern Europe can 
only be created by modem- 
iziiiii)n...llic mo.si important means 
of modernization is integration." 
Prime Mitiisier G)«la Horn of 
lliingiir}' told the world economic 
fonfdi'tirganizeJ meeting.
